They reported an informal 
ag reement to retu rn here, pos­ 
sibly in late March or April, to 
try to ev olv e a definite plan of 
org anization. 
Mr. Roosev elt told the com­ 
mitteemen y esterday that if su ch 
an org anization were formed, he 
felt the small bu siness men 
shou ld set it u p themselv es, rath­ 
er than himself or a g ov ernment 
ag ency naming its members. 
The committeemen, headed by 
Fred Roth, Clev eland, Ohio, shoe 
man, spent an hou r and a half 
with Mr. Roosev elt. They pre­ 
sented him not only the recom­ 
mendations of the g eneral con­ 
ference, bu t also some personal 
v iews.

Colu mbu s, O., Feb. 5 (ZP) — Po­ 
lice recorded a $3,500 bank rob­ 
bery as solv ed today with the 
bloody notation — one police de­ 
tectiv e and two bandit su spects 
slain, fou r persons wou nded. 
Vincent Grinkowicz, of Clev e­ 
land, and a man known only as 
“Mac” were killed when police 
and fou r men eng ag ed in a g u n 
battle in a two-story west side 
rooming hou se y esterday . Au ­ 
thorities were checking with the 
Federal Bu reau of Inv estig ation 
in an effort to identify “Mac.” 
Detectiv e Robert M. Cline, 42, 
died in a hospital early today 
after phy sicians attempted to 
sav e his life throu g h blood trans­ 
fu sions. He had been wou nded 
in the stomach. 
U. S. District Attorney Francis 
C. Canny said earlier that if any 
wou nded officer died he wou ld 
demand the death penalty for 
the su rv iv ing su spects. A federal 
law makes participation in a 
bank robbery inv olv ing the death 
of a police officer su bject to cap­ 
ital pu nishment. 
Carl Boettcher, 24, of Clev e- 
and, one of the targ ets of police 
bu llets, was in seriou s condition, 
lis left lu ng pierced by a bu llet. 
Boettcher’s lu ng was pu nc­ 
tu red while Cline and Detectiv e 
William Danner were shot in the 
abdomen du ring a fu riou s 20- 
minu te ex chang e of lead.

plans center, broke eng ag ements 
to hu rry back to London. 
The ranking diplomats of the 
United States, 
Germany and 
Belg iu m were su mmoned to the 
foreig n office while the minis­ 
ters were meeting . 
Uneasiness ov er the secu rity 
of central Eu rope and the possi­ 
bility of increased Italian anti 
German interv ention on behalf 
of the Spanish insu rg ents was 
ev ident in official and diplomat­ 
ic qu arters.

stroy ed. Yet, the cou ntry well 
mig ht take note that Mr. Roose­ 
v elt still has arou nd him as his 
tru sted adv isers and g u ides the 
same g rou p of zealots who pre­ 
pared, adv ocated and fou g ht for 
the destru ction of the ju diciary . 
“The heart and mind of Amer­ 
ica emphatically rejected and 
repu diated the president’s a t­ 
tack u pon the su preme cou rt; 
bu t the au thors of th at treach­ 


erou s assau lt u pon the constitu ­ 
tion still are the policy -makers 
at the White Hou se. 
“In su ch hands ou r constitu ­ 
tion nev er can be safe.”

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FOR LABOR ACT INQUIRY 
Th e national labor relations law was enacted 
“to diminish th e cau ses of labor dispu tes” by 
“encou raging th e practice and procedu re of col­ 
lectiv e bargaining” and according th e workers 
“fu ll freedom of association and self-organiza­ 
tion.” Yet in 19 37, after th e lapse of a fu ll y ear 
and a h alf in wh ich to get th e adm inistrativ e 
mach inery set u p, th is cou ntry ex perienced th e 
worst labor strike period in its h istory . 
Alth ou gh it can be argu ed th at th e factional 
strife between th e AFL and th e CIO h as been 
prov ocativ e of strikes th at oth erwise wou ld not 
h av e occu rred, th is cannot obscu re th e fact th at 
th e labor law h as not fu nctioned according to 
ex pectations. Th e deplorable record will dou bt­ 
less lend some su pport to th e demand of Senator 
Bu rke of Nebraska for a Congressional inv esti­ 
gation. Bu t wh eth er th e blame is primarily th e 
Labor Board’s, as Mr. Bu rke clearly believ es, can­ 
not fairly be determined on th e basis of a few 
isolated cases. 
Th e Board h as been confronted with a task 
of many complex ities. It h as h ad to deal with 
th ou sands of cases, wh ich wou ld be difficu lt 
enou gh in ordinary circu mstances, bu t wh ich 
h av e been made many times more difficu lt by th e 
pioneering ch aracter of a large part of th e work. 
If no mistakes h ad been made, it wou ld be su r­ 
prising. 
One u ndeniable fact is th at th e principle of 
collectiv e bargaining as applied to indu stry h as 
stirred u p a lot of dissatisfaction, in marked con­ 
trast to th e operation of th e principle as applied 
to th e railroads, if one ignores th e fact th at it 
h as bankru pted th e carriers. How mu ch of it 
is th e fau lt of th e Board’s and h ow mu ch of th e 
law’s is th e qu estion abou t wh ich th ere is a sh arp 
div ision of opinion. Bu t it is demonstratable th at 


th e law is ambigu ou s in some parts and one-sided 
in oth ers. Amendments th at wou ld render th e 
law u n-ambigu ou s, fair and equ itable wou ld be 
in th e interest of both indu stry and labor.
